Washington Notes: Virginia’s 
Perrow Commission report is be- 
ing carefully studied in the only 

four states of the

The _ Virginia 
committee's recommendations, 
which the legislature is expected 
reluctantly to write into state law, 
calls for pupil assignment regu- 
lations and state grants to the 
school districts which wish to 
abolish their public schools. It 
also provides local autonomy. 


The Perrow commission did the 


massive resistance states the fur- | 


ther favor of concluding with 
these words: 


“The truth is that neither the 
General Assembly nor the gover- 
nor has the power to overrule or 
nullify the final decrees of the 
federal courts in the _ school 
cases.” 


It generally is recognized that 
the Virginians are not integration- 
ists. One of the factors prevent- 
ing public understanding of the 
problem has been the denuncia- 
tion of all those who stood for 
law and for facing the facts as 
“integrationists’’ and ‘‘race mix- 
ers.’ This was both untrue and 
unworthy. Many of those most 
strongly supporting segregated 
schools were nonetheless too hon- 
est to deceive either themselves 
or the people who listened to 
them. There has been a shocking 
lack of honest communication be- 
tween the political and lay leader- 
ship, 


No Discussion 


Almost no Deep South state has 
had a discussion or briefing on 
the school»placement laws which 
have been declared constitutional 
by the U.S. Supreme Court. It is 
doubtful if many of them even 
know of it. Even fewer know that 
the same court said that in areas 
with heavy population no school 
would be required to accept heavy 
Negro registration. 


The school placement law is 
astonishingly specific. It permits 
examination into moral character, 
family background and scholastic 
qualifications. A community might 
be interested in at least discuss- 
ing these, and other factors. Yet 
in the four massive resistance 
states there has been such a cli- 
mate of fear as to prevent public 
discussion. To hold simple, neith- 
er pro-nor-con, seminars is 
frowned upon by the power pat- 
terns in the communities. One 
of the saddest features has been 
suppression of discussion. 


There has been, and is, a great 
breakdown in communications. 
In the whole South, other than the 
border states, only three or four 
senators and but one governor 
have told the people that in time 
their schools will be closed and 
have urged them to be sure they 
understand the choice. 


Little Rock Ad 


As far as a quick survey could 
determine, only two Deep South 
papers gave any space to the 
half page ad which the Little 
Rock Chamber of Commerce 
published in the Arkansas Gazette 
on March 25. The core of the 
chamber’s statement was that it 
urged the reopening of the closed 
Little Rock high schools by using 
a pupil assignment system ‘‘ac- 
ceptable to the school board and 
the federal courts.’’ These busi- 
nessmen had learned just one 
of the costly prices of closed 
schools and defiance of law. 


Nor in a further failure of 
communication was there any

WASHINGTON—The® United States has blamed the 
Soviet Union for the “atmosphere of hostility” prevail- 
ing between the two countries as a result of recent air 


incidents. 


Th U.S. charges were made 
in a note delivered to the Soviet 
government 12 days ago and re- 
leased here Monday. The mes- 
sage repeated earlier charges 
that Soviet fighter planes fired 
without provocation on U.S. Air 
Force planes over the Baltic Sea 
and the Sea of Japan last Nov. 
7 and 8. 


VIGOROUS DENIAL 


In releasing the note, a State 
department spokesman vigorously 
denied Soviet charges that the 
United States was trying to wreck 
the meetings of East-West foreign 
ministers at Geneva next month. 


“The question of who is trying 
to wreck what is determined here, 
it seems to me, by the actions 
of the Soviet Union and not the 
United States,” department 
spokesman Lincoln White told re- 
porters. 


The Soviet allegation was con- 
tained in a note delivered to the 
American Embassy in Moscow 
Saturday night. The Russians 
were complaining about the flight 
of a C130 Air Force transport to 
Berlin from West Germany March 
27 above the 10,000-foot ceiling 
Soviet authorities said they or- 
dered. 


NO LIMITATION

limitation on its right to fly into

(Cravey’s proposed budgets 
show printing and publicity ex- 
pense requests are up in the 
comptroller general’s office and 
the small loans office, down for 
the fire safety department.) 


The comptroller general re- 
portedly dismissed a few em- 
ployes last week as well. 


Thrasher remarked in a note 
for Vandiver that ‘‘there is noth- 
ing in the executive order (or- 
dering a 10 per cent cut-back in 
the final quarter) to require this, 
but if this is the way the comp- 
troller general desires to reduce 
his budget it appears to be his 
responsibility.”

Why Mothers Get Tired? 
Hard Work, Doctor Finds 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) — 
A Cleveland physician reported 
Monday what women have known 
all along: most mothers are tired 
because they work too hard. 


His recommendation for treat- 
ment of this condition: A new hat 
and an evening on the town. 


The woman's friend is Dr. 
Leonard Lovshin, 


He made his observations at the 
opening session of the seventh an- 
nual meeting of the American 
College of Obstetricians ‘and Gyne- 


The others, Lovshin said, were 
merely tired. 


And small wonder, he added, 
noting that most mothers have a 
16-hour work day in a seven-day 
work week. 


How does a mother get tired? 
Lovshin explained it like this: 

“She probably hasn’t had a real 
vacation in years except the brief 
time allotted to convalescence 
from childbirth, and she may 
have various worries about fi- 
nances, husband and children. 


“Then this young mother has 
from one to several children and 
almost always some animals, Our 
study shows that a puppy dog 
equals about 1% children and a 


female cat with a litter about 
two.”*

“Of course, there is use for 
tranquilizers if we give them to 
the right people. That is, give 
them to the husband, the children 
and the puppies.”

Almond, opposing a segregation- 
ist bloc seeking to repeal the 
section of the state constitution 
requiring a public school system, 
advised the assembly to withhold 
such a move unless required ‘‘by 
ruthless federal pressure’. 


He threw his support solidly be- 
hind a program recommended by 
a legislative study commission 
which would offer state financial 
aid for private education to any 
locality but would permit inte- 
grated schools. 


ADDRESSES ASSEMBLY 


Almond spoke before the Gen- 
eral Assembly, which convened in 
special session to choose some- 
thing to replace thé “‘massive re- 
sistance’ law which were de- 
clared unconstitutional. Orderly 
integration has occurred in the 
schools of Norfolk, Arlington and 
Alexandria. 


Almond was interrupted twice 
during the 45-minute address for 
polite applause from his support- 
ers. Members of the segregation- 
ist bloc sat quietly through the 
speech. 


PRAISES ‘CHOICE’ PLAN 


Almond praised the so-called 
“freedom of choice” plan pro- 
posed by the commission as a 
newer and wiser course of re- 
sistance and defended his stand 
against segregationist elements 
favoring abolishment of the state’s 
public school system. 


“Abandonment of public educa- 
tion everywhere in Virginia at 
this time would smack of defeat- 
ism and surrender,”’ the governor 
said. 

“The program recommended by 
the commission is not one of de- 
featism or surrender. It may be 
that we have witnessed Gettys- 
burg, but if we unite and work 
together for the best interests of 
Virginia there will be no Appo- 
mattox.””

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$22 Million Spending for Airports 
In Georgia Recommended by FAA 


A proposal that $22,581,000 be spent on airports in Georgia 
was made Monday in Washington by the Federal Aviation Agency 
as part of a $1,285,394,000 four-year national program extending 
through 1962. 


However, the Agency pointed out its recommendations have 
nothing to do with federal appropriations, and that the initiative 
for the individual projects rests in all cases with local author- 
ities. 


The agency proposed that Atlanta Airport be designated as 
intercontinental and its longest runway lengthened from 7,860 
to 9,500 feet. 


It further recommended a new cgmmercial airport at Bruns- 
wick and general airports for Covington, Dalton, Jesup, Madison, 
Marietta and Newnan. 


With further reference to the Atlanta Airport, the agency 
recommended: extension and lighting of runways and taxiways: 
completing of terminal building; remodeling of building; paving 
of parallel instrument runway and taxiways; an access road and 
auto parking areas, and clearing of approaches. 


Other proposals dealt with Fulton County Airport: strengthen 
runways, taxiways and approach, and at DeKalb-Peachtree air- 
port: extend runways and taxiway; runway lighting.

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Nehru Is Learning 
Some Harsh Facts 


That the Red Chinese do indeed have 
an anti-Indian timetable of some sort is 
revealed by the stepped-up attacks on that 
country for accepting the Dalai Lama, 
spiritual leader of Tibet, as a political 
refugee. 

We have a splendid example that 
for the Marxists there is no such thing as 
friendship or appreciation. Prime Minis- 
ter Nehru has annoyed many of his own 
people by his insistence on ignoring Red 
affronts and declaring that there must be 
friendship between the two nations. Now 
he has been confronted with the harsh 
facts of life insofar as the Communists 
are concerned. India and Nehru are be- 
ing verbally threatened and abused with 
typically distorted falsehoods and un- 
founded accusations. 

The Indian leader is fighting back, not 
against Red China per se, but against the 
Indian Communist Party. This is a skillful 
move. It has. succeeded. Indian public 
opinion was shocked by the Red invasion 
of helpless and unoffending Tibet. The 
Indian Communists supported the aggres- 
sion. 

Mr. Nehru has denounced these Com- 
munists as “uprooted men who: have for- 
feited all claims to speak for their coun- 
trymen.” The Communist Party of India, 
he said, “shows even more than suspected 
a certain lack of balance in mind and a 
total absence of feelings of decency and 
nationality ... they cease to be Indian if 
they talk this way.” 

What seems assured is that Indian 
Communists are so discredited and suspect 
that the Chinese will be less successful in 
infiltrating politically and economically. 
This is the one asset of Tibet’s agony.

Overtime Police Squad 
Proves Value of Patrols 


The remarkable reduction in bur- 
glaries in Atlanta over a period of only a 
few days. of stepped-up police activity is 
most encouraging. Police Chief Jenkins 
reports that his special walking squad, 
composed of regular members of the force 
working overtime, is getting excellent 
results. 

The burglary rate in the city had in- 
creased alarmingly in the past year. It is 
reasonable to surmise that part of it was 
due to an undermanned police force which 
just didn’t have the manpower to carry 
out the necessary patrols. Once again is 
demonstrated the fact there is no substi- 
tute for the traditional foot patrolman. 

As the chief says, it is too early to pass 
final judgment upon this experiment. But 
the results are promising and prove defi- 
nitely that additional manpower, even 
though attained through using regular 
personnel overtime, is a crime deterrent. 
Chief Jenkins is making maximum use of 
what he has. 

The results seem to indicate, too, that 
building the police force up to necessary 
strength would’ be a good community in- 
vestment. What is true in burglary also 
might prove effective in traffic enforce- 
ment and other phases of police work. 

Meanwhile, Chief Jenkins deserves 
credit for many moves recently to achieve 
maximum effectiveness with the force he 
has. These already are paying dividends.

What’s wrong with the railroads? 

Ben Heineman, chairman of the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern R.R., has cited as a 
partial answer economic waste arising 
from antiquated wages-and-hours rules 
for train crews. 

The railroad executive said that on a 
seven-hour, 400-mile run from Chicago 
to Minneapolis his road is required to use 
three engine crews, each of which draws 
approximately a full day’s pay. 

Such examples are not hard to find. 

Operating the Twentieth Century, now 
reduced to a combination train, between 
New York and Chicago requires a crew of 
33 for the 16-hour run, An Arkansas law 
requires an extra man on a freight crew. 
Even though the run into Arkansas may 
be only a few miles, the train must stop 
at the state line and take on this extra 
crewman. 

Modernize equipment as they will, the 
railroads still must run under antiquated 
rules which add to operating costs. At the 
same time passenger revenue declines. 

So the roads ask to discontinue trains. 
The public frets about the loss of service 
and labor worries about the loss of jobs.

Two railroad unions told the Geor- 
gia Public Service Commission they 
would help keep the Central of Georgia

Far-Reaching Changes 
Needed at Milledgeville 


As the list of irregularities reported at 
the Milledgeville State Hospital continues 
to grow, the need for far-reaching 
changes at the institution becomes in- 
creasingly apparent. 


It also becomes more and more ob- 
vious that for the maximum effective- 
ness such changes should include the ap- 
pointment of a new superintendent and 
the transfer of administration from the 
State Welfare Department to the State 
Health Department. 


Georgia’s facilities for the care of the 
mentally ill admittedly are poor. Even so, 
the approach to the over-all problem un- 
der the present setup is such that the 
state fails to obtain the resulfs it should 
from the facilities that are available. 


The latter holds true not only at Mill- 
edgeville but in Atlanta where Grady 
Hospital’s unused psychiatric ward is a 
monument to public indifference. Surely 
there i® grounds for hope that the pro- 
posed contract between the state and 
Grady and Emory University hospitals 
will lead to activation of the ward. 

As for the situation at the Milledge- 
ville institution, disgraceful conditions de- 
mand immediate corrections. 

The investigative committee from the 
Medical Assn. of Georgia, which is ex- 
pected to submit its report by April 15, 
and Gov. Vandiver have a great oppor- 
tunity for rendering a most important 
public service by taking appropriate steps 
to clear up the messy state of affairs at 
the State Hospital. 

It is shameful enough that such has 
been tolerated so long but it would be even 
more so to perpetuate present conditions.

From CED Associates 


Businessmen of the Atlanta metropoli- 
tan area Monday formed the Atlanta As- 
sociates of the Committee for Economic 
Development, familiarly known as CED. 
Donald K. David, chairman of the na- 
tional organization, with -other officers 
were present at the Atlanta session. 


This is a forward step and one which 
should prove both stimulating and eco- 
nomically beneficial to the city and state. 
It is the second regional organization to 
be established. Dallas, Tex., already has 
concluded a year of work and produced its 
first policy statement following thorough 
study of one of its problems. A steering 
committee composed of top businessmen, 
educators and bankers of the Atlanta area 
was created to bring plans to a fall meet- 
ing when the first study will begin. 


The Committee for Economic Devel- 
opment is unique. It has done perhaps the 
single most valuable job in the field of 
economics since the end of the second 
great. war. Its contributions in the field 
of finance, taxation, foreign investment 
and in all departments tending to pro- 
mote the free enterprise system are so 
great as to be incalculable. 

Its members, by a strict policy of 
checking personal, short-range interests at 
the door and thinking in long-range 
terms of the national interests of the 
American system and the country itself, 
has made it respected by all elements of 


the American economy, including much . 


of the labor leadership. It ‘has been an 
unselfish service to business and the

Documents, books and maps 
that are the very backbone of the 
history of a great state should 
most certainly deserve more con- 
sideration than impractical and 
expensive plans for the aquisition 
of a railroad locomotive that 
would require a special building 
running into the thousands of dol- 
lars. 

The officials of the state and 
the people of Georgia must be 
made to realize the importance 
of this situation. Something must 
be done at once to prevent their 
entire heritage and recorded his- 
tory from “going down the drain” 
or “up in smoke” in every literal 
sense of the word.

Some of us have a worm’s-eye 
view of the world. We can’t see 
because we are too flat.

Deserve Fair Deal 


NEW YORK—The attempt to remedy what 
the services widely regard as a governmental 
breach of faith has reached a critical stage. The 


Defense Department sent to the Bureau of the Budget two weeks ago 
what a high official described as a ‘neutral’ position on proposed 
legislation to equalize service retirement pay. 


The Defense Department re- 
port indicated no objection to the 
legislation, but neither did it en- 
dorse it. In turn, the department 
did not ask the individual seryices 
to state their own positions offi- 
cially. It is known, however, that 
each of the service chiefs has in 
the past strongly urged that re- 
tired pay be geared unequivocally 
on a fixed percentage basis to 
active pay. In other words, there 
should be a proportionate increase 
in retired pay whenever active 
pay is raised. 

It was this tradition that was 
violated by the 1958 Pay Act. All 
those who retired before its pas- 
sage were given the sop of a 
6 per cent pay increase. Those 
who retired afterward receive, in 
case of a major general, for in- 
stance, sometimes as much as 
$157 a month more than another 
retired officer of similar rank 
and length of service. 

Numerous protests from the 
services, from retired personnel 
and from other sources have been 
reflected in this session of Con- 
gress in many bills introduced 
privately by various members of 
Congress to remedy what has 
been widely called ‘‘discrimina- 
tion’? and “injustice.” 

It was in response to these bills 
that the Defense Department 
“‘neutral’’ position—in effect, a 
hands-off attitude—was adopted.

LONDON—A number of politicians, diplo- 
mats and experts on foreign affairs have been 
ready recently to see the present crisis in East- 


some members of Congress about 
what has been called by critics 
the ‘astronomical’ increase in 
the costs of service retirement 
benefits. The total retirement pay 
budget increased from about 645 
million dollars in the 1959 fiscal 
year to 715 million dollars in the 
1960 fiscal year and some fear 
that military retirement costs will 
soon pass one billion dollars an- 
nually. 

Though there is great support, 
therefore, for righting the wrong 
that many feel was done to de- 
serving retired personnel, there 
is no certainty of majority con- 
gressional support for the new 
legislation, regardless of what po- 
sition the Bureau of the Budget 
takes. 


Tradition and principle in the 
past have amounted to what the 
services have always regarded 
as an unwritten contract with 
Uncle Sam—that retirement pay 
would always be _ inextricably 
linked to active pay. 

It is true that you cannot buy 
patriotism, nor can you purchase 
the best kind of officers. But the 
services will never attract and 
retain the kind of men they want 
unless there is loyalty down as 
well as up and unless there is a 
mutual sense of faith and confi- 
dence. Man is still the soul of 
battle and the righting of a wrong 
is cheap at any price.

The hazards only can be over- 
come by control of cancer-causing 
elements, Dr. Lester Breslow of 
the California Department of Pub- 
lic Health told the final session of 
the American Cancer Society sem- 
inar. 

He told of a California hospital 
study covering cancer incidence 
by occupation over a number of 
years. Some of the high incidence 
jobs were coppersmiths and black- 
smiths; asbestos workers; lead, 
zinc and copper miners. 


Most common cancers are of the 
lung and skin in these groups. 


“Trade unions have sometimes 
stressed extra pay for hazardous 
occupations, such as those involv- 
ing exposure to certin disease 
risks, rather than emphasizing 
preventive measures which might 
be undertaken,” Dr. Breslow said. 


Industry fears the costs, the un- 
favorable publicity and increasing 
governmental regulations which 
might come from general knowl- 
edge of the disease problems, he 
added.

. Clubwomen Face Challenge | 


Says Special GF WC Delegate

Constitution Staff Writer 
STATESBORO — “We make 
our lives significant only as we 
give ourselves to something 
that outlasts us.” 


Such has been the creed of 
Mrs. E. Lee Ozbirn of Okla- 
homa City, Okla., first vice 
president of the General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs. Mrs. 
Ozbirn, a diminutive, friendly 
woman with seemingly limit- 
less energy, is a special dele- 
gate to the state convention of 
the Georgia Federation, an 
event that has attracted some 
500 women to this thriving, 
friendly city. 


In a pre-convention interview 
exclusive to The Constitution, 
Mrs. Ozbirn declared that to- 
day’s clubwomen face a great 
challenge that must be met by 
individuals working through lo- 
cal clubs. ~— 


“Someone has said,”’ recalled 
the club leader, ‘that "there is 
no force equal to that of an 
idea when its time has ar- 
rived.” We shall perhaps never 
know who first had the idea of 
worldwide organized woman 
power as we know it today. 
But we are sure that, by its very 
nature, it has been equal to the 
discovery of a new world. 


DRAMATIC MOMENT 


*‘The most dramatic moment 
of the entire movement,”’ she 
reflected, ‘“was that day almost 
70 years ago when less than 
100 women assembled in Madi- 
son Garden Theater in New 
York for the first general con- 
yention of an organization that 
is today the largest group of 
women in the world—truly the 
fascinating story of an idea 
when its time had arrived.” 

Recalling the “brilliant rec- 
ord of achievement and ac- 
complishment” scored since 
then, Mrs. Ozbirn emphasized 
that clubwomen now face days 


of challenge “unmatched since 
the Korean war, a challenge 
that is almost overwhelm- 
ing with its responsibilities.” 
She reminded Georgians that 
the record of today’s clubwom- 
en “has continuously con- 
tributed mightily to the fiber of 
our national fabric—to keep and 
strengthen the institutions that 
are the root and basis of our 
civilization — the home, the 
church and the school, a rec- 
ord . . . dedicated to the preser- 
vation of our spiritual values 
that alone give dignity and 
meaning to our very existence.” 


“Now,” Mrs. Ozbirn declared, 
“we must face the challenge 
that calls for the re-examina- 
tion, re-evaluation of every ele- 
ment of this organized woman 
power. We must analyze every 
facet, every program, every 
project, to see that we meet 
the challenge to accommodate 
this power we do possess with 
our willingness to use it.’ 


ASK THEMSELVES 


She urged the Georgia club- 
women to ask themselves: 


“Are we still trying to func- 
tion today—in the space age— 
just as we have for 50, 25, 10, 
even five years ago? Do our 
programs and projects really 
meet the demands of today? Is 
our membership being strength- 
ened and increased? 


“Are we demanding—and get- 
ting—our strongest in leader- 
ship? Are our local clubs, a 
vibrating part of all affairs of 
public concern in their respec- 
tive communities?” 


“To fail to measure up to any 
part of our challenge,” Mrs. 
Ozbirn asserted, “is to break 
faith with our rich heritage.” 


She reminded delegates that 
“what we do and say here— 
what we record in the minutes 
of this conference—will be of 
little or no avail unless it is

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Warrant Buying 
Is Speculating 


Question: I have been hear-

rants” but I still don’t under- 


“In the new-car field, there|stand them. Can you explain 


them? What are their advan- 
tages and disadvantages? I am 
an amateur investor but the 
low price of warrants appeals 
to me. 


Answer: The relatively low 
prices of warrants appeal to lots 
of people. But if you buy war- 
rants, you’re a speculator, not an 
investor. There’s nothing wrong 
with speculating — by people who 
know what they are doing and 
can afford the risks. But it seems 
off the beaten track for someone 
who calls himself an amateur. 


A warrant, or more technically 
a “stock purchase warrant,” is 
a certificate that permits its 
holder to purchase a_ specified 
number of shares of a certain 
stock at a stated price. 


In other words, if you own one 
XYZ warrant, that warrant might 
give you the right to buy one 
share of XYZ common stock by 
putting up $10. 


So, if XYZ common is selling 
around $12 a share, XYZ war- 
rants would be quoted around $2 
a warrant. If XYZ common dou- 
bles in price to around $24 a 
share, the quotation on XYZ war- 
rants would go to about $14. 


Percentagewise, the common 
stock went up 100 percent, while 
the warrants advanced 600 per 
cent. This example is way out of 
proportion to what usually hap- 
pens but it does show that war- 
rants move faster — up or down— 
than the stock they represent a 
claim on. That can be an ad- 
vantage or a disadvantage. 


A holder of a warrant can ex- 
ercise that warrant by putting 
up cash and buying the stock 
anytime before the warrant ex- 
pires. Some warrants are “‘per- 
petual,”” meaning that they never

rience, other disadvantages are 
that they receive no dividends 
and that they have no “equity” 
in a corporation. They do not 
represent ownership in a corpora- 


tion but only a call on ownership.

Tt is not often that a player, 
passed out at one, has a chance 
to contract for slam, but South 
did it today, and on sound rea- 
soning. 


South opened modestly with 
one diamond. To be sure, had 
one of his two suits been a major, 
an opening demand bid would 
have been chosen. But South de- 
cided to take his chances that 
someone at the table would keep 
the bidding alive. We would not 
have been inclined to tempt fate 
with a holding of this great 
power. . 


North had little choice but to 
pass and East followed the prac- 
tice of many players in refusing 
to permit the opposition to play 
the hand at an uncontested one 
bid. He called one spade and, 
while not held subject to crit- 
icism for so doing, there is some 
question whether he ought not to 
have smelled “‘the rat.”” His hold- 
ing in diamonds makes # highly 
unlikely that West held any sort 
of trap for the opening bidder 
and, since he was apparently un- 
able to make an overcall, it was 
not all remote that one of the 
adversaries had misjudged his 
hand. 


South, grateful for another 
chance to bid, made an interest- 
ing choice. Normal procedure is 
to double, but he did not wish to 
cope with a probable heart re- 
sponse from a partner who had 
a distinct lack of high cards. He 
therefore made a jump bid in 
clubs. North now rose to the 
occasion. If South was willing to 
jump the bid after being advised 
that North was in a completely 
impoverished state, then he con- 
sidered that his holding was suf- 
ficient to contract for game. . 


South lost no time in going to 
slam, and with the trumps break- 
ing two-one, he discarded two 
spades from dummy on his high 
diamonds and succeeded in tak- 
ing all 13 tricks.

Food Needs Same 
For Young, Old 


Much is being taught the young 
both in and out of school, about 
the values of different foods. It 
is most important to follow up on 
those teachings with practical 
demonstrations in the choice of 
home meals. This, by the way, is 
done best if not too obviously. Par- 
ental example is often a good 
incentive for the teen-ager. A 
parent who can’t eat this or that 
is very likely to imbue his im- 
pressionable youngster with the 
same idea. 

It is particularly important that 
the teen-ager have a nourishing, 
warm breakfast which is being 
easily digested when he starts 
out for school every morning. A 
fruit juice, a hot cereal on winter 
mornings (and unless the objec- 
tions can’t be overruled, also on 
summer mornings), an egg and’ 
milk. If the cereal has toe be 
omitted for some reason, ex- 


| pedient or otherwise, by all means 


a slice of good “fortified” bread 


or toast, buttered just before eat- || 


ing, must be substituted. 


After a good night’s sleep and 
with that breakfast under his 
bait the teen-ager should be 
eager and ready to use his mind 
to the best advantage. All. of 
those parts of the meal can be 
increased or decreased in quan- 
tity according to the weight, 
stature and habits of physical 
exercise of the individual. , 


That breakfast is equally good 
for the 80-year-old. He, too, needs 
the protein but in somewhat 
smaller quantity than the’ teen- 
ager. It must still be there, how- 
ever, together with the carbo- 
hydrate, fat and vitamins which 
build up the body cells that are 
constantly being broken down. 
The build-up process in the young- 
ster includes that for growth 
as well as for maintenance, and 
growth: is done at an accelerated 


pace at this age of life. It is most 
important that it be done well. 


The other meals vary te some 
degree with the weight of the 
child or oldster. Meat, fish, vege- 
tables, fruits should be the main- 
stay of these meals. The old-style 
meat and potatoes still holds 
their own as the mainstays of 
dinner, but nowadays we know 
green and yellow vegetables 
should also figure in the food 
planning of the day. Pastries and 
heavy desserts are all right for 
special holidays, but lighter pud- 
dings, for both young and old, and 
fruits cooked or uncooked are 
the best dessert habit one can 
have. 


Teen-age is important for the 
development of many kinds of 
habits and it is the best time of 
ali for the young to be trained 
in the way of good eating. 
Physical comfort and strength 
can be actually bought at the 
market when we give the diges- 
tive tract food that has quality 
and suitable quantity. Important 
habits of healthful living should 
be ingrained at this impression- 
able age so that in later years 
there is less likelihood of diges- 
tive rebellion to complicate this 
already complex life of ours.
